LONDON, May 29.—Horatio Bottom- 
ley, former: editor of John Bull, was 
convicted at Old Bailey today on 23 out 
of 24 counts charging him with fraudu- 
lently converting to his own use about 
£150,000 subscribed to his Victory Bond 
and other clubs. He was sentenced to 
seven years’ penal servitude, He will 
appeal. : 

Bottomley; who had been conducting 
his own defense and had been permitted 
to sit throughout the trial at the Solici- 
tors’ table, rose as the prosecuting coun- 
sel concluded his, address, and, with the 
remark to the Judge, “‘I will now go, 
my lord, to the place where accused 
persons always g0;"’ took his- stand in 
the dock. : 

Justice Salter then summed up. It 
was a simple case, he declared. Had 
Bottomley converted to his ‘own use the 
sums received on behalf of others know- 
ing at the time he was doing a dishon- 
ést thing, his hope of being able to re- 
pay was neither here nor there.

The Judge then went through the facts 
of the case, Gwélling particularly on thé 
absence of propér accounts in the man- 
agement of the clubs. There was such @ 
thing as a pid muddle, he said,. but 
theré was also such a thing as.a clever 
muddle — intentional, confusion — and. he 
bid the jury. consider that this was not 
the case of Some uneducated person who 
had a few pounds of other people's 
money intrusted to him and“had got 
into a muddle, but the case of a very 
able and experienced business man who 
would appreciate as well as any business 
man in London the importance of cor- 
rect accounts. 

The summing up lasted two and a half 
hours, Bottomley interrupting two or 
three times upon particular points. The 
Judge laid special stress on the absence 
of any documentary: evidence to sub- 
stantiate the defendant's assertion that 
he had paid out of his own pocket in 
ten months £150,000 to certain depositors 
in the clubs who wanted their money 
back, which would counter-balance the 
£160,000 which the prosecution had 
proved he had coonverted to his own 
use. 

The jury was out only twenty-seven 
minutes. and -then found Bottomley 
guilty on all counts but one. . The Judge 
then spoke to him severély.’ 


Condemnation From Betich. 


** Horatio Bottomley,"” he said, “you 
Have been rightly convicted-by a gury 
of his long series of ‘heartjess frauds. 
These podr people trusted yéu and you 
robbed: them of £150,000 in ten. months. 
The crime is aggravated by your high 
position, by the number and poverty of 
your victims and by the trust which 
they reposed in you.

DECLARES GOMPERS 


“ Stockholders Win,” He Says, 
While. Pay of Rail Men Earn- 
ing.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The reduc- 
tion of -wages of maintenance of way 
men ordered by the Railroad Labor 
Board were attacked by Samuel* Gom- 
pers, President of tre American Fed- 
eration of Labor, today as ‘* unjust and 
inequitable.” He declared the reduc- 
tions hit those who were least able to 
stand the loss, and left them without 
sufficient .earning power to maintain a 
decent standard of living. 

He contended that the wage decision 
was a victory for the railroads, ‘and 
hinted that there might be a connection 
‘between the ‘* grace and good nature ”’ 
with which the executives received the 
recent rate reductions, and the wage 
cuts that followed. He intimated that 
in the end-the railway employes would 
be the only ones tq sustain any loss, 
and skid: in conclusion: 

** The stockholders and the workers 
have been weighed in the balance and 
the stockholders win.”’ 

Mr. Gompers’s statement reads: 

“The decision of the Railroad Labor 
Board in: the case of the maintenance of 
way. employes ‘is a most unjust and in- 
equitable proceeding. F 

“The minority decision, which says 
that ‘the new wage will not allow the 
father of a Tamily to purchase as much 
food as is allowed an inmate of the Cook 
County Jail leaves little to be sald in 
characterization of the action of the ma- 
jority. 

“The railroad workers waited until 
July: 20, 1920, for an increase in wages. 
During the four years preceding the cost 
of living -had been rising. steadily. The 
railroad workers had been compelled to 
bear this increased cost without any 
compensating wage increase. It is pro- 
posed now to put wages back where they 
were before the increase of 1920; 

“No one will contend that. it costs 
less to live now than in 1920. The-fact 
is there has been almost no appreciablé 
change in the cost of Wving, so far as 
the avérage family is concerned, Prices 
of today’s requirements are about 
as high-as ‘ever. ‘Some prices are higher 
than ever. Rent, the largest single item 
for every family, remains as high as 
ever and in most cases is higher.
